S. Cry or at the last 
meeting of 
the 
Dix on 
Ministerial 
Association and met with such 
a 
hearty reception by the members that 
they hav e requested T he T eleokai ’h 
to print it so all may enjoy the result 
of the author’s study . 
The address 
was as follows: 
There are only four possible grounds 
upon which the Resurrection can rest. 
At least all the ingenuity of man’s 
imagination has 
not 
Inv ented any 
others and we may rest assured if 
there had been any other the enemies 
of Christianity would hav e discov ered 
it. 
TJ » e Resurrection was either a 
My th, an Hallucination, a f raud or a 
Reality , 
We wish to consider all 
these and must of necessity Tie brief 
and pointed as possible. 
I. 
The Resurrection was a My th.— 
A my th Is a growth of time, changing 
gradually from the nebulous, wav ering 
form of Tradition’ until it assumes a 
definite phase as It passes from one 
generation to another and Is handed 
down. 
It takes not only y ears, but 
generations, and some times centuries 
In its formation. 
The First Epistle to 
the Corinthians is one which ev en the 
German Literary critics now admit to 
he of genuine antiquity and we may 
know from that fact how firm is its 
foundation. 
But 
this epistle was 
written only twenty fiv e y ears after 
Christ’s death. 
In it Is that magnifi­ 
cent chapter so famllar in the funeral 
serv ices of our churches, setting forth 
and defending by no uncertain sound 
the Resurrection of Christ. 
The ma­ 
jority o r the Apostles still lingered 
and the writer tells us that the great­ 
er part of those who were ey e-witnesses 
of the Resurrection were still aliv e. 
This is a death blow to the my thical 
theory . 
II. 
It was an Hallucination. 
The 
Disciples did 
not really set' Christ 
after his pretended Resurrection but 
only thought 
they saw him. 
But 
there are certain phy sical essentials 
to Hallucination which are 
absent 
here. 
None of them ex pected to see 
Him. 
The 
pious 
women 
were 
astonished. 
The 
Disciples treated 
the report of it as an Idle tale and re 
qulred multiplied and repeated proofs 
of it. 
Persons in such a state of mind 
are not apt to come under such an 
Hallucination. 
Consider nex t the number of t hose 
who were under this Hallucination,— 
not only the twelv e apostles, which 
would hav e been wonderful, not only 
the one hundred and twenty who as­ 
sembled at .J erusalem, but the fiv e 
hundred who saw Him at one time. 
Such an Hallucination at one time 
and to so many is past all believ ing. 
Consider nex t 
the ex tent of the 
Hallucination, 
not once or twice at 
certain t imes or places, but for forty 
day s, night and day , by the seaside, on 
the mountain, on the highway and in 
the d w e l l i n g . Not only was sight de­ 
throned, but ev ery sense that man is 
heir to was most absurdly befooled 
They saw Him; they heard Him; they 
touched Him; they atew lth Him; they 
marked Ills words, which, strange to 
say , although this was an H allu ‘¡na­ 
tion. were as full of wisdom as the 
words from the lips of the real Christ 
They recorded these words and we at 
this age arc unable to discern any lack 
of strength in them. 
Surely they 
were the worst set of deluded mortals 
that history giv es u s a ly record o! 
But that is not the worst of it 
If 
the fiv e hundred disciples and others 
were deceiv ed in all their senses how 
shall we account for the emptj tomb? 
Was that also a [» art of the Hallucina­ 
tion? 
If so we hav e a double Hallu­ 
cination, for they saw 11 im where He 
was not and did not see Him where He 
was, for either he was In the tomb or 
He was out of. 
If this be part ot the 
Hallucination then not only were the | 
disciples deluded, but the 
Roman 
soldiery , the J ewish Sanhcdrin, and 
ev ery dweller in J erusalem who, hav ­ 
ing heard ot t! e wonder, v isited the 
tomb,— either these too were deluded 
or the itody 
was stolen. 
If it was 
stolen then it was stolen by friends or 
by foes. 
It certainly was not taken by 
enemies for that was the v ery thing 
they were guarding against, and if 
taken by the disciples then they cease 
to be under Hallucination and become 
parties to a Fraud and thus we are 
carried by irrestlble iogic to consider 
the nex t theory , and the theory of 
Hallucinat ion is twice dead, killed by 
its absurdity and by its impossibility . 
111. 
The Resurrection was a fraud. 
—Ail fraud has an origin. 
When and 
where did this fraud orginate? 
Not 
with the Disciples after the death of 
liieir Master, but with Christ Himself 
before H is passion. 
This is a startling 
conclusion to come to ev en before we 
ex amine the theory itself and ii giv es 
it a bad look; y et it is an inev itable 
conclusion for Christ prophesied His 
own death and said He would rise 
again on the third day . 
Nay , 
the 
guard wouid nev er hav e been set nor 
the tomb sealed, bad He not 
proph­ 
esied it so openly that His enemies 
remembered it distinctly . 


Now it is improbable that any man 
! with death before him would plan a 
fraud to be consummated after his 
death. 
Men do not so think in that 
| most solemn and sincere moment of 
their liv es. 
Again, ev en if this were 
not an improbability , a man would riot 
teli those wlio were to carry out the 
fraud for him after his death that in 
doing so they would incur persecution, 
• suffering, bitter rev iling and an awful 
death, 
especially 
if they 
were as 
trembling and 
fearful, shall 
I say , 
| cowardly , as the disciples. 
He would 
do ev ery thing to k eep up courage and 
glamor 
ov er the future or conceal it- 
Again, ev en if th ese two facts were 
not inconsistent with fraud, a man 
certainly would not be so daft as to 
murder fils plans an d render them ab­ 
so lu tely impossible by telling his ene- 
! mh-s, against whom the fraud was to 
i be perpetrated, ag ain and again the 
i v ery day and hour at which the fraud 
j would take place. 
And finally on this 
I part, ev en if these points did not bear 
; against fraud in Imperfect manhood 
and against the principle of caution 
and selfishness th at gov ern it, the 
character of Ch rist must forev er stand 
against 
It, 
for 
that character is1 
acknowledged by friends and foes aiik e 
as the one ideal perfect oneof the race 
and of history . 


The testimony Is giv en by enemies, 
not because they would hav e it so, but 
because they cannot deny that nev er 
man spake and wrought as this man. 
Now this ch aracter is not consistent 
with fraud and all th is witness of His­ 
tory to Christ mu st stand against the 
charge of fraud, since it is only a 
theory backed by no proof, while the 
other is a life not to be controv erted. 
Injustice to those who framed this 
theory we must say that they did not 
intend to criminate Christ, but only 
the disciples: but only the disciples; 
but logic Is a resistless stream that 
carries us sometimes where we wouid 
not. 
We cannot call the Resurrection 
a fraud whibhout implicating Christ, 
which is of itself sufficient to destroy 
the theory . 
But, t hat the work may 
be thorough, let us suppose that the 
disciples 
are 
the 
only 
parties 
in the fraud. 
Then 
the 
following 
questions suggessfc themselv es. 
(1) 
What was the object of the disciples 
in stealing the body from the tomb as 
this theory say s they did? 
Manifestly 
they couid hav e 
but one purpose, 
which was that named by their en­ 
emies, i. e. to hav e the world think 
that he had risen. 
(2) 
If this was 
their purpose why did they pretend 
that some one else had stolen the 
body —“ They hav e taken away my 
Lord and 1 know not where they hav e 
laid H un.” 
Surely the last thing the 
disci[» les wished 
to 
hav e thought 
would be that any one had stolen the 
body . 
(3) Again, if they wished their 
enemies to think that Christ had 
risen why did they pretend to dis­ 
believ e it themselv es, and why were 
they ready toex press their sorrow and 
doubt, to any stranger they might en 


J counter by the way and say “ We had 
i hoped that it had been He who should 
restore 
Israel.” 
I) 
Again, 
if they 
wanted the world to 
believ e that 
Christ had risen, why did they keep 
on v isit a. i in* tomb, weeping and sor 
rowlug and mourning 
and wringing 
their hands in despair as if all their 
hopes were last. 
If they had stolen 
the body they would nev er hav e gone 
back to the tomb and lingered round 
it. 
T hat is not the habit of thiev es. 
They fear the places of their crimes. 
(.*>) 
Finally , if they stole the body and 
their enemies knew it as they charged 
It on them why did they not seize 
them and bring them to justice for 
the offense of breaking into a sealed 
tomb, which was a capital one. These 
disciples 
were weak and 
in their 
power. 
The simple answer is that 
their enemies knew that this charge! 
was false, 
it was only made to shel- 
themselv es and the soldiery . 


So much for its Improbability , now 
look at another series of questions 
bearining its Impossibility . 
(1) 
Is it 
likely that these disciples who tied 
like scared deer, at the approach of 
the midnight band, deserting Christ, 
and who felt that their hopes were 
lost, would attempt such a bootless 
undertaking as this against the com- | 
blued forces of J ews aud Romans, rep ; 
resenting J ewish Hate and Roman 
Law, backed by a strong guard of j 
armed soldiers, and 
witli a sealed j 
tomb barring them from their pur-1 
pose, would these timid men be likely j 
to undertake all this. 
By all the laws 
that gov ern 
human action. 
No, a 
thousand times No. 
(2) Ev en if they 
should undertake this, is it likely that 
they could hav e broken the 
Roman 
seal that fastened th e door of the 
sepulchre to its place, las we would 
fasten it by plastering, only that the 
material used hardened more quickly 
and compactly than plaster? 
is it 
likely , uav , is it possible, that they 
could hav e done this aud remov ed the 
stone without ev en waking a single 
one o f the Roman g u ard , educated as 
they were to watch fu ln ess by the

punishment that followed all neglect, 
at. post of duty ? 
Again we answer, 
No. 
(3) And ev en if they could hav e 
done all this, is it likely they would 
hav e endangered their success and 
safety by lingering to strip the body 
of its grav e clothes and leav e them in 
the tomb. 
Had the disciples stolen 
the body they would hav e hastened 
away with it. 
Nad any others stolen 
it they would hav e done so for the 
clothes and spices. 
They nev er would 
hav e taken a naked corpse. 
So much 
against this whole theory . 
Now look 
at the ground on which it 
rests. 
Those who hold this theory do so on 
the statem ent of the enemies of.Ohrist 
that the body was stolen. T hat state­ 
ment they deriv e from Scripture; but 
side by side with it is the statement, 
not that tills was the fact in the case, 
but that the soldiers were bribed to 
swear to that lie rattier than tell w hat 
they knew. 
But, supposing that was 
not true, of what v alue is the testi­ 
mony of these soldiers? 
They said 
that the disciples stole the body while 
they slept. 
In what court of justice 
would a man’s testimony he taken 
either for or against an ev ent which 
took place while he slept? 
It is the 
weakest foundation that ev er a theory 
rested on. 
We hav e seen this theory of Fiaud 
improbable and morally 
impossible 
when laid to the charge of the dis­ 
ciples. 
We hav e seen it to be improb­ 
able and absolutely untenable when 
directed against Christ and the weight 
of both these arguments 
must go 
against it. 
For if the Resurrection is 
a fraud, so is Christ, for He is impli- 
at:d in it and for that matter so are 
the Scriptures of the J ews, for they 
testified that His body should not be 
left ir» the grav e to see corruption. 
Besides we hav e seen it to be utterly 
foundationless. 
What then is left? 
Nothing but the Reality to return to. 
All those who maintain ¡each of these 
theories admit it is either their theory 
or the fact. 
The ex istence of these 
theories demora-trates that fact, for 
! men will not waste time in fram hi: 
theories to ex plain that which has no 
foundation either in fact or fiction. 
To ov erthrow these theories 
is to 
establish the fact. 
But we wili not 
rest here but will ofTer some positiv e 
proofs which I ask y ou to dev elope 
for y ourselv es. 
First. The testimony of the soldiers. 
They showed the High Priest all that 
had been done,—how an earthquake 
shook the mighty sealed stone loose, 
how an angel rolled it away and sat 
o:i it, how they became as dead men 
before the v ision. 
This is good ev i­ 
dence coming from an enemy . 
Second. The testimony of the J ews. 
Actions speak 
louder than words. 
Why did they not apprehend the dis­ 
ciples lor theft? 
Simply because they 
knew the facts too well. 
Why did the 
learned Gamaliel counsel the Sanhe- 
drin to let the apostles alone, lest 
they be found fighting against God? 
And why did that body heed the 
adv ice of the great councillor? This 
is strange adv ice to giv e in regard to 
those guilty of fraud 
or ev en sus­ 
pected of fraud, and this is a strange 
attitude for sncii a council to take 
against imposters. 
But it appears 
stranger when 
we remember that 
these men had been brought before 
them for the v ery matter of preaching 
the Resurrection. 
Here we hav e the 
Resurrection on trial before the great 
J ewish council, the most learned men 
of the nation and the most bitter 
enemies of Christ, and not one word of 
ev idence offered against it, not ev en a 
denial of its truthfulness, but so much 
of conv iction or its truth that they 
concluded they had better not oppase 
it lest they be fighting against God, 
aud they rev eal their weaknessby com 
manding the apostles to keep their 
mouths shut. 
That 
is the last 
re­ 
source of a weak cause. 
Third, 
Besides the testimony 
of 
its enemies J ews and Romans, we hav e 
the testimony of its friends. 
The 
apostles preached the Resurrection. 
That was the central theme of their 
preaching. 
They wrought wonderful 
works of healing, ev ery one of which 
testified by friend and foes and histor­ 
ical facts are ev idenced of the resur­ 
rection. 
Not that these 
miracles 
could prov e that fact but they authen­ 
ticated the mission of the apostles. 
They were God’s seal set. to 
the 
preaching of the apostles who called 
themselv es witnesses of the Resurrec­ 
tion. 
Fourth. 
All the multitudes who
